The following is the findings of sev- 
eral courts-martial held within the 
lines of the ‘Army of the Potomac, and

gated from head-quarters : 

Before the general court-martial, 
which Col. Wm. S. Truex, of the 14th 
New Jersey volunteérs, was presiden 
Capt. Orlando C. Farquhar was tri 
for disobedience of orders misbehavior 
before the enemy, and condact unbe- 
coming an officer. Found guilty, and 
pentenced be dishonorably.dis- 
missed the service with the loss of all 
pay and allowances, and to be forever 
disqualified from holding any office in 
the military service of the United 
States.” 

Capt. Benjamin F. Selle, 122d regi- 
ment Ohiovolunteers, was found guilty 
of conduct prejudicial to ere order 
and military discipline, and sentenced 
“to be dismissed the military service 
of the United States.” ne 

First Lieut. Andrew B. Smith, 87th 
Pennsylvania volunteers, was tried 
upon the charge of misbehavior be- 
fore the enemy, and sentenced “ to be 
cashiered.” 

t. Hugh Boyle, tried before the 
of Colonel H. B. 
McKeen was president, upon the charge 
of conduct to the prejudice af good 
order and military discipline. Found 
guilty, and sentenced “ to be dismiss- 
ed the service of the United States.” 


Second Lieut. Bartholomew Cronin, 


82d regiment New York volunteers, | 


tried upon the charge of drunkenness 
on duty, was found guilty, and sen- 
tenced “ to be cashiered.” 

Assistant Surgeon John B. McCol- 
lough was tried upon the same charge, 
and received the samé sentence. 

Before the court-martial of which 
Captain T. F. Rodenbough, of the 2d 
U. S. cavalry, was president, Capt. R. 
E. Cleary, 2d U. S. cavalry, was tried 
upon the charge of conduct unbecom- 
ing an officer and gentleman. Found 
guilty, and sentencéd “‘ to be dismiss- 
ed the service of the United States.” 


Second Lieut. Peter Reiner, 2d U. 
. §. cavalry, tried upon the charge of 

- being drunk on guard, was found 
guilty, and sentenced “to be cash- 
iered.” 

The court-martial of which Lieut. 
Col. J. L. Thompson, 1st Rhode Island 
cavalry, was president, found Captain 

_Joseph H. Wiliams, ¥st Penn. Reserve 
cavalry, guilty of dereliction of duty 
and disobedience of ,orders when in 
command of main reserve pickets. 
Sentenced “to be dismissed the ser- 
vice of the United States with the loss 
of all pay and emoluments,.to date 

from the 6th day of September, 1863.” 

_ Second Lieut. George J. Geiser, Ist 
Penn. Reserve cavalry, was tried and 
found guilty of disrespectful and in- 
subordinate language to bis command- 
ing officer and conduct unbecoming an 
officer. Sentenced “‘to be dishanora- 
bly dismissed the service of the United 


States with. the loss of all pay and. 


emoluments that are and may become 
due him, to date from October 1, 
1863.” 


and three hundred iljegal marriages 
in certain connties in West Virginia 
since the war broke out, owing to the 
fact that the officers authorized. to 
grant licences had abandoned their 
positions.
